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INTRODUCTION 


The Government of Madras took up for consideration th#| 
question of publication of the various manuscripts in different 
languages on subjects like Philosophy, Medicine. Science, etc. 
early in May 1948. Important Manuscripts’ Libraries in the 
Madras PresidencyVere requested to send a list of unpublished 
iflanuscripts with them for favour of being considered by the 
Government for publication. The Honorary Secretary o 
Tanjore Maharaja Serfoji’s Sarasvathi Mahal Library, Tanjore, 
alone complied with this request. Phis list as well as a similar 
list of unpublished manuscripts in the Government Oriental 
Manuscripts' Library, Madras, were carefully examined and a 
tentaive selection of manuscripts suitable foi publication wa* 
made. The Government in their Memorandum No. 34913 48-10, 
Education, dated 4th April 1949, constituted an Expert Committee 
with the Curator of the Government Oriental Manuscripts’ 
Library, Madras, as the Secretary, for the final selection of 
manuscripts suitable for printing and for estimating the cost of 
publication.

INTRODUCTION 


* Aumapatam ’ is a work on Music and Dance purporting to 
have been addressed by Lord Paramasiva to S'ri PSrvati DSvi. 
On the face of it, it has unmistakeable marks of having had its 
origin in Saiva Agamas. 

In every branch of our technical literature, we have»tbre<v 
kinds of texts. The fir^ kind consists of professed treatises by 
Mahar^is. The second is the treatment of the subject in Agamas. 
The third consists of references to the subjects in the Pur&nas. 
This work belongs to the second category. There is in this work an 
abundance of the mystical element in describing the origin of 
Nada, of Sruti and of Svaras. Here and there these mystical 
portions help us to understand the basic concepts of our scientific 
literature, namely the Panca Bhutas . The connection between 
^Akas'a and other Bhutas as Asrifesraya (supporting itself by that 
which it supports) and the explanation of the manifestation of 
sound from Akas'a by the impact of the other Bhutas are valuable 
hints for understanding the idea of S 'abda Guqakam Akas'am. The 
equating of Tala and Nada is understandable by the modern 
student of Science as both consist of rhythmic movements or 
virbrations. 

When you come to S'rutis and Svaras however, we hear of the 
Svaras in the heavenly regions and those of the mundane variety, 
the number of Svaras reaching more than a hundred ; and the 
formation of Svaras from Murcchanas are all too etherial to be 
easily understood except by a life-long research on Agamic texts.

be ip trying to understand the obsolete Ragas in tjie §angitaratna- 
fcarg apd earlier tc*ts. But there is an order in the way % Ragas 
are classified and*treated. 36 Suddha Ragas are mentioned ppd 
from them are derived the Salaga Ragas numbering 63. Tpe 
main Sancaras of the S'uddha Ragas are given, but their identifi¬ 
cation with corresponding Ragas either in modern or ^medieval 
practice is not at 41 an easy matter. 

One more Raga namely Vasanta is added as p derivation of 
S'uddha and Salaga. From these the Raganga, Bhagahga ao<} 
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Vina* with four and Eve strings. Devatas presiding over the 
severs^ parts of the Vina are then mentioned as in th? other 
texts. 

The next chapter deals with Talas. Talas are said to 
be innumerable, and of these 101 are said to be of speeial 
importance as they are used in compositions involving 
instrumental sounds generally employed in Dance, 'fhe three 
units of time * Laghu \ Guru ’ and * Pluta ’ [are mentioned but 
*th£portion relating to other general features of Talas is missing 
in the texts. 

Next we are given the names of the Talas used in compo¬ 
sitions of instrumental sounds. Some of them*are found in other 
texts, but we have a number of other names not found elsewhere. 
The origin of these Talas is said to be the five, namely ‘Matrka 
Krauncai’, ‘ Karai)a ’, ' Sriranga ’, ‘Vardhana ’ and * Adi Ratya ’, 
said to have been born out of the five faces of Lord Paramasiva., 
These names are not found in other texts. 

The 101 Talas beginning from the ‘ Caccatputa * onwards are 
said to be derived from the Matrka.di Talas described already. 
The names and their description agree tolerably with those in 
other texts. 

The next chapter begins by saying that the expansion of 
musical pieces in flute is to be dealt with therein. But it actually 
deals with the classification of 102 Talas into 29 groups. But the 
principle of classification is not capable of being ascertained. 
The numeration and notation of numbers one, to one followed by 
twenty cipjiors is then given. After S'atakoti we get the names 
* Arbuda\ 1 Nyarbuda ’, etc., upto ‘ Maha, S'ahkha’ and ‘ksiti\ 

* The derivation of Caccatputa and Cuaputa from Satpita- 
putraka, and of five new Talas bearing the name of the five 
weapops of Mahavi^pu are then dealt with under the name of 
TalaprasSda. This is also not found in othet texts. The last 
five Talas are then described.

The next chapter deals with ‘ Maddala ’ or «Mrdafiga The 
four ’ prfinary sounds Tat, dhik, to, ^e first described. 
A curious origin of these four sounds are then given. * Ta ’ is 
said to be produced by the beating of the hands of BUa-Mak^tka 
(a young bee). *Dhik ’ is produced by the forcible contact of 



Ba&abzygni (or the fire at the bottom of the ocean). To is said to 
have been produced by the hooves of the female deer first created 
by Brahma when it ran away from him. TAe is said to have 
been produced by the impact of clouds in the sky. Another 
classification of the four sounds is also given. To is S'aktirupa, Ta % 
Dhi and The are Sivaixxpa. From these are said to be born the 
other inttrumental sounds >

Next is described the instrument called 'A vuja* which is 
smaller in the middle and bigger at the ends. The circumference 
of the middle portion is said to be 28 Ahgulas and at the end 56 
Afigulas. A jiva or reverberating appliance made of the hair of 
horse’s tail is also mentioned. Its principal sound is' jAOm ’. 
It may be mentioned in passing that the instrument Avuja ’ is 
described as a necessary accompaniment of Dance in ‘A di Bharat a ’ 
a compilation of ancient texts. 

Next we come to the chapter of Dance. Dance is classified 
into 8 kinds. Of these four are kinds ofTandava (male dance) and 
four of L&sya (female dance). The names are somewhat mutilated 
and they appear to be (1) Pcruni (Veraijam in the text) (2) Da^da- 
rasaka (Rakasa in the text) (3) Khclaka and (4) Ku^dali in 
the Lasya variety and (1) Sthiti i atfdava (2) Ananda Tafldava 
(3) ManOhara Tandava and (4) Saiiihara Taijdava of the Ta^dava 
variety. 

Then the four types of the art, of Dance are mentioned, namely, 
(11 Bferati (containing more [words than action) Sattvati 
(dignified activity) (3) Kamki (highly artistic) and (,4) krabha\\ 
or full of tumultuous scenes (Varuyaqi in the text). 

Sabda Prabandhas or compositions with syllables of insthi-' 
mental sounds are mentioned as 102. Their importance is 
indicated as being the basis of movements of the hands, of looks 
steps. 

The movements of the Angas, Pratyafigas and Upafi£as are 
then taken up. The names of the movements of the head found 
here differ entirely frojp those in other texts. The/are more 
expressive of the purpose. They are:—

The general features of Abhinaya and Nartana are then 
mentioned in a few words. The Mudras and the other movements 
of tl*P features, it is pointed out, are to be improvised to explain 
the meaning of words as well as to express t&e emotional changes 
that result in the aesthetic pleasure. The nine Rasas are the 
mentioned by name and then the necessity for the pertinent visual 
representations of Anubhava, Vibhava, Sattvika Bhava and 
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VyabhiicSri bhava, the agencies that bring about the aestheic 
enjoyment. 1 

A subtle distinction between Nrtta and Nrtya with reference 
to their connection with Rasa, is next pointed out. Nctya fulfils 
its purpose with Bhavas. But Nrtta or Nartana yields aesthetic 
enjoyment by its total effect. 

Lastly the importance of Sabda Prabandhas or compositions 
of syllables of instrumental sounds subserving the elements of^Tala 
for pure dance, is pointed out and the purifying influence of 
witnessing a Nartana is then acclaimed. 

The next chapter gives a number of Sabda Prabandhas or 
compositions in syllables of instrumental sounds intended fc/r 
Kundali Natya, one of the seven varieties of ancient dance. The 
position of the accompaniments for the Dance and of the presi¬ 
dent are described in the next chapter. 

Musical compostions proper, in several Talas and different 
Ragas, each consisting of several parts in different Talas, and the 
Ragas that are usually employed in Prabandhas and described 
in the Prabandhadhyaya of Sahgitaratnakara, are next dealt with 
in less detail. 

The Laksanas of some Ragas are attempted with reference to 
the Murcchanas and Sancaras. But the description is too obscure. 
And lastly the eight Gaijas used in Tala and Prosody are des¬ 
cribed. 

The work closes with a salutary verse to Nada-JyOtir-Brahma 
infhe ¥ogic centre of Sahasrara. 

This work contains valuable material for research in ancient 
texts on music, musicology in the Tantras, and Dance Literature. 
But it requires patient correction and filling up of the numerdbs 
multilated passages with the help of rare texts which may take a 
long time before it # can be fully utilized. 

The work from its internal evidence contains a very old tradit¬ 
ion. Aumapatam and Umapati * are referred to by Kallin^ha in 
his commentary on Sangitaratnakara when dealing with the 
classification of Ra^ts. TJie work is co-eval with the gaiva Agamas 
and must be assigned the early centuries of the Christian Era.
